WE HAVE OPPOSED 
THE HOMES PLANS’ 


SAYS WELSH TORY LEADER 


1 NOTED with interest the comments 
last week made by Gareth Jones of 
Colwinston, in a letter regarding the 
Welsh Conservatives’ proposals for a new 
planning regime across Wales. 

Having met Mr Jones and discussed some of the 
appalling planning decisions made by the Welsh 
Government and the Vale of Glamorgan Council, I 
fully respect his views and opinions; however, there 
were a couple of inaccuracies which I feel duty- 
bound to correct. 

Firstly, the comment was made that the Welsh 
Conservatives have not opposed the current housing 
building policy forced upon our communities by the 
Welsh Labour Government. This is incorrect. 

I can assure Mr Jones and residents right across 
the Vale that we have been vehement in our 
objections: please check the record of proceedings 
at the Assembly or through numerous 
correspondence I have submitted to the Minister, 
which I can happily provide. 

Where Mr Jones is correct, is in his statement 
that the current housing policy is being forced on 
local communities across the Vale by the central 
governing power, the Welsh Labour Government. 

The numbers put forward and demanded by the 
Welsh Government has placed the Vale in a difficult 
predicament - most reasonable people will see the 
numbers expected are simply not matched by the 
demand. 

Where constituents have sought my help, I have 
endeavoured to do all that I can to make the 
strongest possible representations to the Welsh 
Government, including placing a number of call-in 
requests. 

Unfortunately, these have been refused by a 
Welsh Labour Government which is hell-bent on 
forcing these absurd housing numbers on the Vale. 

Under the current administration, local 
authorities such as the Vale have little or no 
freedom to develop plans that suit their local 
communities. We want to change that and give a 
voice to people such as Mr Jones, who rightly feel

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COLLEGE WILL 
CONTINUE TO 
LOBBY FOR 
ALLOTMENTS 


W E have 
recently 
been given 
a decision by the 
Vale Council that 
green space next to 
our college site 
can’t be turned into 
community 
allotments. 

The council has 
marked the site for 
traveller use, although it 
has already been 
described as unfit for 
human habitation as the 
lands flood and suffer 
from coastal erosion. 

The college put our 
legal application for 
allotments in several 
years ago, as we hoped 
our students - some of 
whom have profound 
disabilities and will not 
be able to find work 
experience placements 
anywhere else - would 
be able to benefit from 
using the allotments for 
community integration 
and social inclusion. 

It would have also 
helped to develop then- 
horticulture and 
gardening skills. 

The council denied 
our allotment scheme, 
despite stating that their 
‘Vision for the Vale of 
Glamorgan is a place... 
where there is a strong 
sense of community in 
which local groups and 
individuals have the 
capacity and incentive to 
make an effective 


contribution to the future 
sustainability of the 
area’. 

The council also 
stated in a Local 
Development Plan 
(written in 2013) that 
their objective is ‘to 
sustain and further the 
development of 
sustainable communities 
within the Vale of 
Glamorgan, providing 
opportunities for living, 
learning, working and 
socialising for all.’ 

Beechwood College is 
a major local employer 
with approximately 200 
people employed at the 
site. We also care for 
over 60 students with 
Asperger’s and autism 
spectrum condition - 
which is twice the 
number we had 
envisaged when we 
originally acquired the 
college site in 2003. 

As we now cater for 
so many students, we 
had hoped that the 
building of allotments 
would encourage 
successful integration of 
our local community and 
our students, something 
many of our students 
would benefit highly 
from. 

We hope to raise 
awareness of this 
situation and hope 
people will support us as 
we lobby against the 
council’s decision.

One resident, 
Andrew Van Os, told 
The GEM: “I object 
to the scale and 
overbearing height 
and structure of the 
project. It would take 
away light from 
surrounding 
properties.” 

Mr Van Os said any 
development should 
be scaled down 
because the current 
plan wouldn’t blend 
in with what is a 
historic site. 

Prior to the 
meeting, Coun Steffan 
Wiliam explained: 
“Whilst I welcome 
attempts to redevelop 
the site, I have grave 
concerns regarding 
this particular 
application because I 
believe it would 
exacerbate the 
existing parking and 
traffic issues in the 
area. 


“The proposed 
structure would also 
encroach upon the 
nearby properties, 
blocking their light 
and also overlooking 
them. This is quite 
frankly an 
unneighbourly 
application and it 
should be rejected in 
its current form.” 

The matter went 
before Barry Town 
Council on Tuesday, 
November 3, at which 
objections to the 
scheme were put 
forward by local 
residents and Coun 
Wiliam. 

Following the 
meeting Mr Van Os 
said he was pleased 
that he had been able 
to put forward his 
point of view, and he 
added that 
photographs of the 
site had helped 
councillors 
understand the 
reservations of local 
people. He said he was 
pleased councillors 
had decided not to 
recommend the 
current plans go 
forward.

TRADERS in 
Barry and 
Cowbridge are 
holding meetings 
with the Vale 
Council after a 
petition collected

charges. 

Fifty traders on 
Holton Road in the town 
were meeting the local 
authority last night 
(Wednesday, November 
4) and 74 more from 
Cowbridge will meet the 
council at the Bear 
Hotel on Monday, 
November 9 at 6pm. 

The GEM has 
reported concerns by 
traders and residents 
about the potential 
negative impact of car 
parking charges in both 
towns, after the plans 
were announced.

Those children 
who passed the Level 1 
part of the training were 
taken out onto the streets 
around Gladstone, in 
order to learn how to 
cycle safely on the road. 

On Wednesday, both 
infant and junior children 
celebrated their harvest 
festival. Each year group 
performed a song or a 
poem and the children 
and staff gave thanks for 
their food. 

The school would like 
to thank the generous 
Gladstone families who 
donated many items of 
tinned and dried food - 
the extensive collection 
was then given to the 
Vale Foodbank. 


ON Tuesday, October 
27, the Dinas Powys 
branch of Probus was 
enthralled to listen to 
Daniel Lott-Miller, 
who gave a most 
enlightening talk on 
the fingerprint 

system. 

William Herschel first 
used the system to 
identify workers in India 
to ensure they only 
collected one pay packet 
(instead of re-joining the 
line for a second pay 
out!). 

Fingerprints are totally 
unique and remain 
constant from birth. 
They are formed by 
water and fatty deposits 
from the sweat glands 


remaining on the ridges 
of the skin and are 
transferred to any 
handled items. 

The prints then have to 
be enhanced and 
catalogued for future 
reference. Sir Edward 
Henry set up the first 
fingerprint bureau in 
Scotland Yard in 1901 
which was modified by 
Sir Francis Galton to 
include specific details 
by 1911. 

The visual displays 
well explained the three 
types of pattern seen: 
arch, loop and whorl. 
Pre-2001, 16 elements 
had to be identified by at 
least three fingerprint 
experts for use in 
prosecution, but that was 
changed after 2001 and 
now only one element 
needs to be confirmed to 
allow fingerprint 

evidence to be used. 

The first time 
fingerprint evidence was 
accepted in court in the 
UK for a successful 
prosecution was in the 
case of Harry Jackson, 
who was found guilty of 
burglary in 1902 and 
sentenced to seven years 
in prison. 

The final discussion 
included the question of 
who, in the animal world, 
would be most likely to 
have similar finger/paw- 
print patterns. Many 
thought it would be the 
monkey or ape... but no, 
it is actually the koala 
bear. No wonder the 
Australian police are 
stressed! 

The vote of thanks was 
given by Derry Moore.

WITH the forecast 
of heavy rain and 
low visibility in the 
west, leader Barrie 
from Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
cancelled his 
planned trip to the 
Carmarthen Fans 
in favour of a local 
route just north of 
Cardiff and three 
walkers joined him 
to take up the 
challenge of a half¬ 
day walk between 
showers. 

Beginning from 
Longwood Drive near 
the Coryton interchange 
and making their way 
to Tongwynlais, they 
climbed up to the 
fairytale Castell Coch, 
where the first of the 
two showers of the day 
engulfed them. 

Then, entering 
woodland at Fforest- 
Fawr and heading east 
into Coed-y-Wenallt, 
they paused for 
morning coffee before 
heading downhill and 
across the footbridge 
over the busy M4 into 
north Whitchurch. 

Crossing the golf 
course to Coryton, they 
moved on towards the 
Taff Trail to visit Radyr 
Weir and the well 
preserved Melingriffith 
Pump, a fitting 
memorial to the 
previous industrial 
history of the area. 

The weir was built in 
1774 in order to allow 
water to travel along a 
man-made artificial 
feeder to provide power 
for the Melingriffith 
Tinplate Works, which 
was built on the site of 
an old corn mill that 
had been in operation 
since the 12th century. 

It was the largest tin 
factory in Britain until 
the Treforest Tin Works 
was built, and the water 
course that fed the tin 
mills doubled up as a 
canal to carry raw iron 
ore from the Pentyrch 
Ironworks until around 
1815, when the 
Pentyrch tramroad was 
completed. 

The tin works, which 
became the largest 
employer of local 
workers for 200 years, 
closed in 1957, and 
nowadays most of the 
area has been built on. 

At Radyr Weir, work 
is being carried out to 
install two Archimedes 
turbines that will 
channel water from the 
River Taff, which will 
be used to generate 
energy that can be fed 
into the National Grid, 
and work is expected to 
finish in March 2016. 

Following the banks 
of the River Taff along 
the Taff Trail, the dry 
weather was interrupted 


by the second heavy 
downpour as they made 
their way back to the 
start.

It transpired he had 
rolled out of his bunk 
right onto the bayonet of 
the policeman who was 
dozing leaning on his 
bunk: “They don’t like 
it up em,” as Corporal 
Jones of Dad’s Army 
used to say. 

His talk and 
photographs included 
numerous palaces and 
places of interest of his 
sojourn around the 
‘Golden Triangle’.

AVIATION SOCIETY HAS 
TALK ON DOUGLAS DC3 


PENARTH Aviation Society is 
holding a talk on one of the 
world’s great aircraft - the 
Douglas DC3. 

The DC3 was designed and built for 
American Airlines to replace their 
ageing biplane fleet. The aircraft 
allowed a trans-USA flight of around 
16 hours and three re-fuellings as 
opposed to several days (including 
train journeys overnight) 

In 1942, production of the civilian 
DC3 stopped in favour of a military 
version - the C-47 (known as the 
Skytrain in the USA and Dakota in the 
UK). In total, some 16,000 aircraft 
were built by the time production 
ceased in 1945,10,000 being the C-47. 

The uses the C-47 were put to 
included parachute drops and general 
freight haulage. Some aircraft were 
fitted with skis for Arctic operations, 


others with floats for water-borne 
tasks. 

The C-47 played a major role in the 
Berlin Airlift, carrying many tons of 
vital supplies to the beleaguered city. 

The versatility and rugged nature of 
the aircraft ensured its popularity with 
many small airlines. It is estimated 
that several hundred are still flying - a 
testament to its longevity. 

Noted local aviation author Geoff 
Jones has made a study of the DC-3 
and written his latest book on the 
subject. Geoff is giving a talk about 
this amazing aircraft to the Penarth 
Aviation Society this Friday, 
November 6 at 7.45pm for 8pm.

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St Athan man is 
found guilty of 
child abduction 


A MAN who broke an 
order preventing him 
having contact with a 
teenage girl and who was 
also involved in setting fire 
to his car, after it collided 
with a wall, has been 
sentenced to 15 months’ 
imprisonment at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Michael Mazur (21) who has 
no previous convictions, of 
Lougher Place, St Athan, was 
told by recorder David Aubrey 
QC: “An immediate custodial 
sentence is inevitable to mark 
the gravity of what you did, 
and to show others they can’t 
behave with impunity.” 

Mazur pleaded guilty to a 
charge of child abduction, and 
perverting the course of justice. 

Prosecutor Julian 
Greenwood said Mazur knew a 
teenage girl. The police issued 
him with a child abuction order 
notice in June banning him 
from having any contact with 
her. 

But, said Mr Greenwood, on 
August 4, Mazur was driving in 
Lavernock Road, Penarth, in 
his red Peugeot car when he 
lost control and spun around 
and collided with a wall. 

The girl concerned was in 
the car, and in the back was a 
man holding a bottle of whisky. 
Minutes later, Mazur poured 
petrol over the car and it went

up in flames. 

Later, Mazur told the police: 
“I lost control, the car hit a wall 
and burst into flames.” 

He added that he believed 
the brakes had failed. 

He also said he believed that 
the abduction notice had 
expired and that he had seen 
the girl “by chance”. 

The Recorder asked: “Why 
was he not charged with 
arson?” 

The Recorder said he wanted 
enquiries made by the police 
and the Crown Prosecution 
Service as to why this didn’t 
occur. 

“I want a written 
explanation with a reason. This 
seems to be another example of 
serious undercharging.” 

Mazur’s solicitor, Adam 
Sharp, said the girl involved 
was mature for her age and he 
believed she was 16 or 17. 


“She had given him the 
impression the notice had 
expired.” 

Mazur, he added, was 
immature and acted recklessly, 
stupidly and naively. 

He had been in custody for 
12 weeks and the vehicle 
involved was only worth £200. 

In the past, said Mr Sharp, 
there had been concen about 
Mazur self-harming. 

“These indiscretions were 
isolated,” he said. 

Said the Recorder: “You 
defied a Child Abduction 
Notice. After the accident, you 
falsely reported the matter and 
said the vehicle had been stolen. 

“When interviewed by the 
police, you lied. I accept the 
child was in the vehicle 
consensually.” 

Recorder Aubrey made a 
restraining order preventing 
Mazur contacting the girl for 
three years and he imposed a 
criminal court charge of £900 
and a victim surcharge of 
£ 100 .

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‘Summer of 
Play’ is worth 
shouting about 


AT a time where spending cuts 
and austerity measures seem 
to dominate headlines and 
council bosses agonise over the 
delivery of frontline services, 
on decreasing budgets, positive 
news can seem to be thin on 
the ground. 

Rob Thomas, managing director of 
the Vale Council, told The GEM he 
was keen to share some encouraging 
news that deserved to be highlighted. 

He explained: “When the Summer 
of Play report landed on my desk this 
week, capturing hundreds of events 
involving thousands of children across 
the Vale over the summer holidays I 
thought myself, ‘this is a story that 
needs to be told.’ 

“Like most authorities across 
Wales, and the UK for that matter, the 
Vale Council has had to make some 
difficult decisions and look again at 
the way it delivers public services. 

“When budget meetings and 
discussions are the order of the day, 
it’s easy to lose sight of all the good 
thinks that we continue to deliver 
which impact positively on people’s 
lives. 

“We all look forward to a break 
during the summer and some time to 
spend with our families. But unless 
you work for a very generous boss, 
there’s inevitably a bit of juggling to 
be done in terms of child care and 
finding activities for the children over 
school holidays which stretch for six 
weeks. 

“With this in mind, the Vale 
Council, with the support of our 
partners Dinas Powys Community 
Council, Wick Community Council, 
Barry Town Council, Penarth Town 
Council, Llantwit Major Town 


Council, United Welsh Housing, 
Communities First and Section 106 
Funding - set about organising a 
marathon of activities that would 
appeal to and cater for children across 
the Vale. The results speak for 
themselves. 

“Over 1,895 children between the 
ages of four and 11 took part in over 
32 play scheme sessions in five 
different venues across the Vale 
Council. 

“Our play development team linked 
42 children with a disability to 413 
play schemes tailored to meet their 
needs. 

“This was made possible by Family 
First Funding and included one to one 
support, buddy support, provision of 
specialist equipment, transport and a 
nurse on site for young children with 
complex medical needs. 

“Our seven family fun days 
attracted over 2,000 people and our 
sport coaches delivered play scheme 
sessions and football coaching at local 
parks. 

“I could wax lyrical about many 
other activities of which there are 
unfortunately far too much to mention 
here. 

“No one could have envisaged such 
a fantastic response to this initiative 
but its success was down to team 
work, the enthusiasm of all those 
involved, dedication and hard work. 

“Another example of this was the 
Murchfield play scheme where United 
Welsh Housing worked with our Play 
Development Team to create a 
‘walking bus’, which allowed 15 
children to safely access the 
Murchfield scheme. 

“I hope that GEM readers will join 
me in celebrating some good news and 
an initiative worth shouting about.” 


The Beechwood students 
pass drama qualification 




BEECHWOOD College students all have a 
diagnosis of autism spectrum condition, 
which is typically associated with social 
anxiety and difficulty communicating. 

The students recently completed an introduction 
to drama qualification ASDAN: engaging in creative 
activities. They’ve been working on improving their 
confidence and have recently performed an animal 
parade at the college, making props and masks to 
support their performance. 

They’ll collect their qualifications next year at 
Beechwood College’s awards day. 


Welsh Government aims 
to hit ‘homes’ target early 


A VALE housing scheme 
creating 23 new affordable 
homes and a public open space, 
is one of the projects helping the 
Welsh Government reach its 
10,000 affordable homes target 
a year early. 

A total of £2.7m was invested in the 
Old Station, Gileston, which includes 
flats, bungalows and houses with 
adaptations for families with 
identified needs. Work started on site 
in November 2014 and is due to 
complete in January 2016. Latest 


figures reveal the Welsh Government 
has already achieved 91 per cent of its 
target to provide 10,000 additional 
affordable homes this Assembly term, 
with over a year to go. 

A spokesman said: “In 2014 - 15, 
2^18 affordable homes were 
delivered across Wales, bringing the 
total number provided since 2011 to 
9,108. In the Vale of Glamorgan 169 
affordable homes were delivered in 
2014 -15 and the total since 2011 was 
345. The data is a clear signal the 
Welsh Government is on track to 
surpass its ambitious target by May 
2016.” 


Organ 
renovation 
uncovers a 
mystery

THERE’S 
something of a 
mystery unfolding 
in the pretty 13th 
century church of St 
Curig’s Porthkerry. 

The historic organ, 
built in 1920 as a World 
War One war memorial, 
is being rebuilt and the 
crafts people from 
Clevedon Organs who 
are undertaking that 
work have gone to great 
lengths to re-use as much 
of the original material as 
possible. 

This meant cleaning 
up old pipes, parts and 
timbers that had not seen 
the light of day in over 90 
years. 

As they cleaned up 
one particularly large and 
flat plank that formed a 
brace for the whole organ 
structure, they began to 
reveal some markings. 

It was a section of 
wing from an early 
airplane which had been 
recycled and used to 
build part of the organ! 

The markings they 
could see were in fact the 
familiar red, white and 
blue circles, still used 
today by the RAF on 
military aircraft. 

How appropriate that a 
piece of wing from a war 
plane should be reused to 
build a memorial to the 
war it undoubtedly took 
part in. 

Where did it come 
from? The first guess 
was that it was a relic 
from the airfield at 
Rhoose, but there was no 
airport at Rhoose until 
1942. In fact in World 
War One, the only 
military airfields in

A less formal 
commemoration will 
take place at the Noddfa 
Community Centre on 
the morning of 
November 11. 


My grandfather, 
Robert John Davies died 
(as a result of the 
Gallipoli campaign) on 
that day in 1915, 100 
years ago to the day. 

My secondary aim is 
to try and find relatives 
(descendants of Robert 
John) whom I do not 
know, but would dearly 
like to know. 

It would be wonderful 
to locate (and better still 
to meet) valuable 
additions to our family 
tree, during my short 
stay. 

At this stage, I must 
acknowledge the 

tremendous amount of 
assistance I have 
received. 

This includes the 
trustees and volunteers 
of Noddfa Community 
Centre, representatives 
of St John’s Church and 
the Maesteg branch of 
the Royal British 
Legion. 

Their support has 
been magnificent. I am 
hopeful that, with your 
help, the people of south 
Wales will turn up 
trumps. 


My main focus will be 
on the families of: 
Clifford Davies (my 
uncle), and Malcolm 
Davies (my cousin). 

Clifford Davies was 
born on May 3, 1906 at

May Jenknins on June 
15, 1935 in the Register 
Office of Neath Reg 
Dist. 

They had three 
children, Mair, John and 
Marion.

RSPCA place the 
spotlight on wild 
animals’ welfare 


A NEW report by 
RSPCA Cymru 
highlights a 
number of key 
welfare issues 
surrounding wild 
animals. 

The term ‘wild 
animal’ means different 
things to different 
people, but the RSPCA 
class ‘wild animals’ as 
all those that are not 
normally domesticated. 
The list ranges from 
badgers to nesting 
birds, and includes pet 
snakes and elephants in 
captivity. 

Polling from RSPCA 
Cymru, as part of a 
new report, reveal that 
the majority of people 
in Wales support an 
outright ban of snares, 
a ban on keeping 
primates as pets and a 
ban on wild animals 
performing in circuses 
in Wales. 

Some of the top line 
insights of the report 
were: 

Polling from 
RSPCA Cymru found 
that 74 percent of the 
public support a ban on 
wild animals 
performing in circuses 
in Wales after hearing 


‘Winter 
flu jab is 
a must’ 

WITH winter 
almost upon us, I’d 
like to remind your 
readers about the 
importance of 
having a winter flu 
jab. 

Older people over 65 
and people with health 
conditions such as 
diabetes; respiratory 
problems; heart or 
kidney disease, are 
automatically eligible to 
have the flu vaccination 
for free. 

The winter jab is the 
best protection we have 
against flu and it is 
important for people 
with existing conditions, 
as they could find their 
illness is complicated (or 
made worse) if they 
catch the winter virus. 

I would also 
recommend that anyone 
who cares for an older or 
disabled person should 
have the vaccination, to 
make sure that the 
people they are looking 
after are protected as 
well. 

Please speak to your 
GP or practice nurse at 
the earliest opportunity 
to make an appointment 
for your winter flu 
vaccination, which is 
available for free on the 
NHS for people who 
qualify.

RSPCA Cymru 
found that 72 percent 
of those polled in 
Wales support a ban on 
the keeping of all 
primates as pets and 
recommends that the 
keeping of primates as 
pets is banned. 

RSPCA Cymru 
recommends that there 
is a need for more 
funding to investigate 
the trade in exotic pets 
in Wales. 

The RSPCA 
recommends that 
sanctuaries (known as 
animal welfare 
establishments, 
‘shelters’, ‘rehoming 
centres’ or ‘wildlife 
clinics/hospitals’) - 
which are not 
regulated - need a 
system of registration 
or licensing by the 
local authority. 

More than 1,000 
campaign actions have 
been taken by RSPCA 
supporters in efforts to 
get local authorities to 
ban sky lanterns - 
which pose a danger to 
wildlife, farm animals 
and pets. So far 14 out 
of the 22 local 
authorities have 


implemented a ban on 
their land. 

RSPCA Cymru 
recommends that only 
an outright ban on the 
use of snares in Wales 
meets the expectations 
of the public to ensure 
high animal welfare 
standards are reflected 
in our laws. 

RSPCA Cymru 
found that 72 percent 
support a ban on all 
snares for all animals 
in Wales. 

Assistant director 
external relations - 
Wales, Claire Lawson, 
said: “Our polling 
clearly shows that the 
majority of the Welsh 
public support change 
when it comes to 
improving wild animal 
welfare. 

“Wild Animal 
Welfare Indicators 
intends not only to 
benchmark and 
demonstrate ‘where we 
are’ with wild animal 
welfare in Wales; but 
aims to be thought- 
provoking, encourage 
change and make 
recommendations as to 
how improvements can 
be made.” 


‘Welfare reforms 
will create fairer 
system’ says MP 

WALES Office Minister Alun Cairns, MP 
for the Vale of Glamorgan, on a visit to 
Bridgend Jobcentre on Monday, said: 
“Government welfare reforms are designed 
to create a fairer system where people are 
always better off in work than on benefits. 

“For far too long, welfare dependency blighted 
many communities in Wales. But that is changing. 

“I am delighted that Universal Credit is now 
being rolled out in more locations across Wales so 
that even more people can be supported to escape 
welfare dependency and benefit from the security 
of a regular wage/’ he added.

When kids' TV is this well-beloved, it can be problematic to transfer 
characters successfully from screen to stage, yet the cast at the New Theatre 
in Cardiff excelled themselves with their latest adventure, Peppa Pig's 
Surprise! 

It was not the first time that the brightly animated Peppa, George, Mummy 
and Daddy Pig have been officially presented to the limelight, and it follows 
an earlier adventure, Peppa Pig's Big Splash. Without having seen its 
predecessor, the show seemed very well-constructed as far as this reviewer is 
concerned. 

All-singing, all-dancing (the ‘all’ including audience members, who - 
judging by the noise that was made - certainly had as much fun as we did), 
the show was heavily interactive in many ways, including front row seats 
getting rather wet! 

Our two young children (who were the most important critics present, of 
course) enjoyed the show immensely as Peppa and George's bath time, 
bedtime and family time in the little red car were all magically brought to life 
in colours true to the animated TV series with well-matched character voices 
also. 

Mummy and Daddy Pig were “the right size ” according to my six-year-old, 
and the presence of a few black-clad puppeteers behind smaller characters 
did nothing to spoil the illusion for my toddler. 

The family unanimously agreed that the best part of the show was also the 
calmest - a beautiful glow-in-the-dark peek into an enchanting rock pool, 
complete with musical accompaniment, that had everyone in our section of 
the theatre totally spellbound.

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Del Toro’s gothic horror 
fails to Peak interest... 


G uillermo 
delTORO 
has struggled 
to get projects off the 
ground in recent 
years. Having been 
hired to helm The 
Hobbit films, Del 
Toro had to leave the 
project due to the 
amount of time it was 
taking to get the 
scripts into shape, 
while his adaption of 
HP Lovecraft’s At 
The Mountains of 
Madness and Pacific 
Rim 2 have both been 
postponed (perhaps 
indefinitely). 

One film Del Toro 
has managed to make is 
Crimson Peak, a gothic 
horror set in the late 
19th century. 

Mia Wasikowska is 
Edith, a young woman 
who falls for Sir 
Thomas Sharpe (Tom 
Hiddleston) and marries 
him, being swept away 
to his remote mansion 
that he shares with his 
sister, Lady Lucille 
(Jessica Chastain). 

Able to communicate 
with the dead, Edith 
soon discovers that the 
mansion has its share of 
spooky secrets, and that 
monsters that stalk the 
halls may not just be 
the dead... 

While Guillermo Del 
Toro has confirmed 
himself as one of the 
visually arresting 
directors working at 
present, his English 
language films have 
never matched the 
invention and style of 
the likes of Cronos, The 
Devil’s Backbone or 
Pan’s Labyrinth. 

In the English 
language Del Toro 
seems to prefer working 
in the broader medium 
of blockbusters with the 
likes of Blade 2, Pacific 
Rim and Hellboy and its 
sequel; all solidly 
entertaining, but not a 
patch on his Spanish 
language material. 

This loose rule of 
thumb applies to 
Crimson Peak as well, a 


big-budget, gothic 
horror film that looks 
absolutely stunning, 
creates atmosphere and 
mood, but squanders 
this with a story that 
plays out predictably, 
never taking a diversion 
into the unknown. 

The charge that it 
isn’t scary is something 
of a moot one (the real 
horror, in a neat parallel 
with the story, comes 
from the actions of the 
human characters rather 
than the ghosts), 
although shock fans 
may well feel 
shortchanged. 

Instead, through the 
visual medium, Del 
Toro creates a gothic 
horror wonderland, the 
oppressive mansion that 
Edith, Thomas and 
Lucille live in teeming 
with red clay that is the 
key to the family’s 
fortune and symbolic of 
the blood that has been 
shed there throughout 
the years. 

In terms of creating a 
mood and tone, Del 
Toro gets it spot on, 
while his ability to 
create set-pieces of 
tension, and the 
wonderful use of real 
actors as ghosts, 
augmented with CGI, 
gives the film a strong 
visual identity. 

However, the story 
fails to match these 
heights; it creaks with 
the sense of 
predictability, played 
archly and almost 
campy, as if we are to 
assume that the sense of 
knowing is played for 
irony. 

That it clearly isn’t, 
and overplays the big 
reveals that you can see 
coming a mile off, 
drastically takes the 
sheen off what Del Toro 
is trying to achieve 
here. 

The cast fill their 
roles with aplomb, but 
again don’t really shine 
any more than you 
would expect them to; 
Mia Wasikowska has 
played the innocent 
caught up in strange 
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incidents far too many 
times now (Alice in 
Wonderland, Stoker ), 
Tom Hiddleston does 
dashing, Byron-esque 
chivalry concealing a 
dark heart in his sleep, 
and Jessica Chastain is 
more than capable of 
playing the quietly 
malevolent puppet 
master. 

All fine actors, all 
playing to type, and 
while that’s no great 
issue, they, and the 
material, don’t really 
extend past what you 
would imagine, while 
Charlie Hunnam’s 
curious dentist, on the 
trail of the siblings in 


order to save Edith, sees 
the actor simply adopt a 
variety of quizzical 
expressions and offer 
up empty heroism (a 
fault of the script). 

By the time the film 
ends you’re left with a 
strong feeling of what 
might have been; there 
is no questioning that 
Guillermo Del Toro can 
create these fantastical 
worlds and indelible 
visual imagery, but 
Crimson Peak just lacks 
any real bite and depth 
to resonate. 

As an exercise in 
style it’s a success - as 
a horror film, it feels a 
little shopworn to 
convince. 

VERDICT - A 
disappointment given 
the talent involved, 
Crimson Peak looks 
stunning but lacks the 
substance to make for a 
great film. 

The direction of 
Guillermo Del Toro is 
the star here, the 
performances solid but 
hardly stretching, but 
the weak and 
predictable story 
ultimately undoes what 
could, and should, have 
been so much better. 
Average.

W HEN the 
National 
School in 
Penarth closed, the 
memorial to its 21 
former pupils who had 
died in the Great War, 
which had been 
unveiled and dedicated 
on July 9,1920, was 
lost. 

As the school was one 
of the antecedents of the 
present St Cyres School in 
Penarth, headteacher Dr 
Jonathan Hicks wanted to 
ensure that the names of 
these former pupils were 
remembered. 

He explained: “We 
resolved to commemorate 
the centenary of the Great 
War by producing a 
contemporary memorial to 
our former pupils to 
ensure that their sacrifice 
would not be forgotten. 

“The original memorial 
was of oak, but working 
with school staff Wendy 
Hicks, Damian Parker and 
Simon Watts, we have 
produced a replacement 
memorial in keeping with 
our new modern building, 
in a format that the pupils 
of this school can connect 
with, while still respecting 
the traditions of the past.

I hope that this will be 
seen as a fitting tribute to 
men who gave their lives 
for us.” 

The new roll of honour 
will be unveiled and 
dedicated on November 

II at 11am. A pupil of St 
Cyres will represent each 
of the names 
commemorated and will 
talk about each man at the 
ceremony. 

A digital book of the 
men’s lives and service 
has been created by 
Wendy Hicks and Nick 
Alford, and will be shown 
on the school’s screens 
during Remembrance 
week so that pupils, staff 
and visitors will learn 
more about the individual 
stories behind the names. 

Among the names of 
the fallen are the 
following: 

Earl Malcolm Angove 

was a private with the 8th 
Battalion of the Welsh 
Regiment. He was the 
son of Edward and Mary 
Angove of 50 Arcot Street 
in Penarth and latterly the 
husband of Gladys 
Angove of 37 John Street 
in Penarth. Earl played 
mgby for Penarth. 

He was an engine 
cleaner with the Taff Vale 
Railway Company before 
joining the army and had 
already served as a 
volunteer with the 2nd 
Glamorgan Royal 
Garrison Artillery, joining 
the Territorial Army in 
April 1908, aged 17, 
before being discharged 
after a year. 

The 8th Welsh were a 
service battalion of 
pioneers. They were 
formed at Cardiff in 
August 1914 as part of K1 
and attached to 40th 
Brigade in 13th (Western) 
Division. 

They moved to 
Salisbury Plain and were 
at Chisledon in October 


1914. They then went 
into billets in 
Bournemouth in 
December. 

In January 1915 they 
were converted into a 
Pioneer battalion to same 
division and moved to 
Aldershot in February 

1915. 

They embarked at 
Avonmouth on June 15, 

1915 and landed at 
ANZAC cove in Gallipoli 
on August 5,1915. In 
December 1915 they were 
part of the mass 
evacuation from Gallipoli 
and went to Egypt via 
Mudros. In February 

1916 they moved to 
Mesopotamia. 

Earl died of smallpox 
on February 5,1918, aged 
27, in Mesopotamia and is 
buried in a cemetery in 
Baghdad. 

Daniel Vivian Davies 

of 13 Plassey Street 
served with the 8th 
Battalion of the South 
Wales Borderers, though 
he was initially posted to 
the Royal Horse Artillery 
and the Royal Field 
Artillery. 

Formed at Brecon on 
September 14,1914 as 
part of Third Kitchener 
Army and attached to 67th 
Brigade, 22nd Division, 
the battalion moved to 
Seaford but by December 

1914 was in billets in St 
Feonards. It returned to 
Seaford in April 1915 and 
moved to Aldershot by the 
end of May. 

Daniel landed at 
Boulogne on September 6, 

1915 but sailed at 
Marseilles on October 10 
for service in Salonika. 
The British and French 
sent some 150,000 men to 
assist the Serbian Army in 
their fight against the 
Germans, Austrians and 
Bulgarians.

After a cold, wet 
winter the British Army 
advanced north towards 
Lake Doiran and the 
River Vardar. There 
were no pitched battles 
but many raids and 
diversions. 

As the weather 
warmed there were 
enemies - flies, 
dysentery and malaria. 
There were often 
hundreds of men sick 
on a daily basis. 

The battalion was 
ordered to raid a 
Bulgarian outpost on 
Flat Iron Hill in the 
summer of 1918. This 
was about a thousand 
yards from the British 
line and protected by 
two substantial belts of 
wire. The raiders, six 
officers and 100 men, 
carried Bangalore 
torpedoes which were 
tubes full of explosives 
to be pushed under the 
enemy’s wire. 

The Bangalores 
exploded, creating gaps 
through which the 
raiders rushed - just as 
the Bulgarian barrage 
came down. The 
raiders bombed several 
dugouts and after 20 
minutes withdrew with 
a loss of only two men 
killed and nine 
wounded. 

Daniel was killed in 
action on July 13, 1918 
aged 24. He lies buried 
in Karasouli Military 
Cemetery in Greece. 

Ernest Denman was 
the third mate aboard 
the SS Narragansett, a 
9,196 gross ton tanker 
with her engines 
amidships. She was 
built by Scott's 
Shipbuilding and 
Engineering Co, of 
Glasgow/Greenock, in 
1903 for the Anglo- 
American Oil Co, and 
was the largest and 


fastest (11 knots) tanker 
afloat at the time. 

On May 7, 1915, she 
was attacked by a 
submarine south of 
Ireland, but the torpedo 
missed. However, she 
sank with the loss of all 
hands (Captain plus 45 
crew) on March 16, 
1917 when she was hit 
by a German torpedo. 

The vessel was sunk 
by German U-Boat U- 
44, commanded by Paul 
Wagenfuhr, about 400 
miles west of the Scilly 
Islands. Her final 
voyage was from New 
York to London, 
carrying a cargo of 
lubricating oil. 

Ernest was the son of 
Emily Denman of 32 
Grove Place and had 
been bom in Penarth. 

He is commemorated 
on the Tower Hill 
memorial in London. 

On Aug 2, 1917 the 
U-44 was rammed by 
HMS Oracle off 
southern Norway with 
the loss of all hands. 

George John 
Chatterton Jolliffe was 
the son of Charles and 
Mary Jolliffe of 92 
Windsor Road in 
Penarth; he served with 
the 2nd Battalion of the 
Princess Patricia’s 
Canadian Light Infantry 
(Eastern Ontario 
Regiment). 

Bom in 1886, he 
emigrated to Canada 
and became a farmer 
before joining the 
Canadian Army in 
December 1914 in 
Winnipeg. He was 
unmarried. 

On February 8, 1915 
the battalion was 
mobilised for war. The 
men sailed from 
England aboard the SS 
Blackwell, bound for 
France. 

Their first taste of 
action came later that 
month, on 19 February, 
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when they entered the 
trench system at 
Armentieres. 

By early April, the 
2nd Battalion were in 
the area of Ypres, 
Belgium, and soon 
found themselves 
involved in the Second 
Battle of Ypres. 

It was on April 22 
that the battalion first 
saw the horrors of 
German gas attacks. 
They were in reserve 
positions several 
kilometres behind the 
French line when they 
witnessed a large 
number of French 
Colonials (Algerians) 
streaming away from 
the front lines. These 
men were dropping in 
convulsions of 
vomiting. 

It was apparent the 
2nd Battalion was 
heading for no ordinary 
fight. The battalion was 
moved up to the area of 
St Julien-Kitchener 
Woods to help stop the 
German advances made 
after the gas attacks. 

Over the course of 


the next three days the 
2nd Battalion, along 
with a number of 
battalions, would fight 
in the brutal Battle of St 
Julien (a part of the 
Second Battle of Ypres). 

By the time the 2nd 
Battalion was relieved 
and withdrawn, they 
had lost close to 400 
men, 162 of them 
wounded - well over 
half of the battalion. 

George was killed, 
aged 29, on May 8, 

1915 and is 
commemorated as one 
of the missing on the 
Menin Gate. 

Thomas William 
Maunders was 19 
when he died of 
wounds on October 31, 
1918, just 11 days 
before the armistice was 
signed. 

The son of William 
and Lizzie Maunders, 
he was serving with the 
2nd Battalion of the 
Worcestershire 
Regiment.

During September of 
1918 the 2nd 
Worcesters were part of 
the force charged with 
crossing the St Quentin 
Canal. At 5.30am on 
September 29 the guns 
behind the 33rd 
Division opened fire 
and the battle began, the 
main attack on the right 
starting 20 minutes 
later. 

Scrambling out of 
their trenches, the 
Worcestershire platoons 
advanced as rapidly as 
possible through a 
storm of German shells, 
but the rain of the 
previous days had 
converted the shattered 
ground into deep mud 
and the laden troops 
could not keep up with 
the barrage. 

As soon as the 


British shells ceased to 
burst, the German 
machine-guns came into 
action, one after 
another. In all, seven 
machine-guns appear to 
have opened fire and 
under the hail of their 
bullets the attack 
withered away. 

Through the smoke 
of the shell-bursts the 
platoons in rear saw 
their comrades in front 
collapse, but they 
pushed on in their turn 
only to meet a similar 
fate. 

All the platoons of 
the two leading 
companies had been 
shot down and the 
majority of the two 
support companies had 
fallen before the 
survivors came to a halt 
halfway to the road and 
took cover as best they 
could. 


Thomas was 
probably wounded 
during this attack and 
he died two days later. 
He is buried in 
Terlincthun British 
Cemetery in Wimille 
which was used for 
burials from base 
hospitals. 

Buried in the same 
cemetery is George 
Henry Love, who 
served as a gunner in 
‘C’ Battery, 50th 
Brigade, Royal Field 
Artillery. He died of 
his wounds on October 
31, 1918 in Boulogne, 
just over a week before 
the Armistice. 

Samuel George 
Pearce is one of two 
Penarthians to have 
won the Victoria Cross. 
He was born on July 16, 
1897 at Penarth. In 
1911 his family moved 
to Victoria in Australia. 



George Love. 


He joined the Australian 
Army in July 1915, 
aged 18, and served at 
Gallipoli, the Battle of 
the Somme and at 
Passchendaele. 

Pearse had a 
chequered military 
career, being court- 
martialled and reduced 
to the ranks, going 
absent without leave on 


several occasions, was 
wounded on the Somme 
and yet, as part of the 
1st Machine Gun 
Battalion of the 
Australian Imperial 
Force he won the 
Military Medal during 
the fighting around 
Passchendaele (the 
Third Battle of Ypres). 

He was discharged 
from the army in July 
1919 but joined the 
45th Battalion of the 
Royal Fusiliers who 
were then ordered to 
Russia. The North 
Russian Relief Force 
had been formed to 
protect allied supplies 
which were being sent 
to the White Russian 
forces then engaged in a 
struggle against the 
Russian revolutionaries 
of the Red Army. 

On August 29, 1919, 
north of the village of 


Emtsa, a village on the 
Archangel to Vologda 
railway line, he cut his 
way through enemy 
barbed wire under very 
heavy rifle and machine 
gun fire. 

He thus cleared a 
way for the troops to 
enter an enemy battery 
position. 

Seeing that a 
blockhouse was holding 
up the advance, Pearse 
charged the blockhouse 
single-handed and 
despatched the 
occupants with 
grenades, before being 
killed a few minutes 
later. 

He is now buried in 
the Obozerskaya Burial 
Ground and is also 
commemorated on a 
special memorial in 
Archangel Allied 
Cemetery and one in 
Mildura, Australia.

Tudor hangs up 
his racing hoots 


ONE of point-to-point 
racing’s finest riders has 
hung up his riding boots. 

He’s the Vale’s James Tudor, who 
has ridden 252 winners between the 
flags and a further 34 under rules. 

In Wales, only Cowbridge farmer 
John Llewellyn has ridden more 
point-to-point winners and his total 
of wins is 270. 

I have had the pleasure of reporting 
on Tudor’s success, just like I had 
reporting on Llewellyn’s, ever since 
he rode his first winner in 2000, and 
The GEM’s headline then read 
‘Cowbridge schoolboy rides first 
winner’. 

I went on to say: ‘James Tudor 
(16), a pupil at Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School, notched up 
his first winner in only his second ride 
at the Vale of Clettwr Hunt 
steeplechases, winning division three 
of the maiden race on former hurdler 
Mecca Prince, owned and trained by 
his grandfather, John Tudor. 

‘James, from Wick, had his first 
ride half an hour earlier in division 
two of the maiden, in which he pulled 
up on Spot On Millie. 


‘This promising young rider is 
following a family tradition - his 
father, Willie Tudor, was a well- 
known rider on the Welsh point-to- 
point circuit in the 1970s.’ 

James has been associated with 
some good horses and these include 
Unmistakably, on which he won the 
Lady Dudley Cup at the 
Worcestershire Hunt Steeplechases in 
2006. 

His Cheltenham winners include 
Mr Splodge, Bon Accord, which gave 
him his 100th win, High Hatton and 
High Chimes, on which he won the 
Kim Muir Chase at the 2008 National 
Hunt Lestival meeting for Llancarfan 
trainer Evan Williams, who, like 
James, is a former national champion 
point-to-point rider. 

James won the title in 2007 and 
while most of his wins were probably 
outside of Wales - he was South 
Midlands champion when riding for 
Alan and Lawney Hill - he did win 
the Welsh championship on one or 
two occasions. 

One thing is certain the sport will 
be a lot poorer for his absence.

In 2013 Wales came 
runners-up to England 
but in 2014 they avenged 
the defeat and brought 
the Windsor Cup back to 
Wales for the first time in 
11 years. The Queen and 
Prince Phillip watched 
both finals with Prince 
Phillip presenting the 
awards to the team.

Brian’s blast from the 
point-to-point past — 1991 


B rian lee who win 

be celebrating half- 
a-century of 
reporting on the Welsh 
hunt-racing season when 
the new season shortly gets 
under way, takes another 
look at one of his many 
press cuttings scrap books, 
this time for 1991. 

Officials and supporters of the 
Ban wen Miners Hunt Point-To- 
Point at Rheola Racecourse, 
Resolven, Neath, can give 
themselves a big pat on the back. 
A few days before racing was due 
to take place, vandals destroyed 
two fences and completely 
damaged another before their 
chainsaw seized-up, causing 
some £2,000 worth of damage 
and putting the meeting in doubt. 

Somehow the members 
managed to make good the 
damage and their efforts were 
rewarded with a record-breaking 
crowd who bought up all the 
racecards. Bill Evan’s prolific 
Timber Tool was made an even 
money favourite to win the men’s 
open race. But a bad mistake at 
the 14th nearly unshipped Tim 
Rooney and enabled Bridgend’s 
Jon Tudor on St Helen’s Boy to 
take over the lead and eventually 
win by three parts of a length 
from Timber Tool, who could not 
get to him on the run-in. The race 
lost some of its interest when 
Peter Bowen’s Radio Cue came 
down at the second fence. 

George Lewis’s Fieldsman 
made nearly all in the running to 
win the adjacent hunt’s race. 
Confidently ridden by Joe Price, 
Fieldsman was running for the 
first time since being injured in a 
fall several months ago at

Pencader. A big disappointment 
was the favourite Gold Shot, who 
pulled up approaching the last 
fence having, excuse the pun, 
shot his bolt. 

The first division of the 
maiden went to Mr and Mrs 
Ernest Harries’s Atlantic Swell, 
who is trained by Bert Lavis of 
Simpson Cross. Atlantic Swell’s 
rider, Jamie Jukes, is assistant 
trainer to Royston’s John Jenkins. 

Carmarthen’s David Jones, 
having his first ride since being 
suspended by the Jockey Club six 
months ago, took the members’ 
race on his father’s Bassett Boy, 
who scored by a distance from 
the odds-on favourite Vivaque. 

And under the heading 
‘Radio Cue Disqualfied’, I 
wrote: Radio Cue, owned and 
trained by Peter Bowen of Little 
Newcastle, was disqualified after 
finishing first in the adjacent 
hunts’ race at the recent 
Llangeinor Hunt Steeplechases at 
St Mary Hill near Bridgend. This 
promising eight-year-old hunter 
left the paddock with a 121b 
penalty for previous wins as per 
the conditions of the race 
schedule. But, apparently, his 
rider, Cowbridge farmer John 
Llewellyn, was told that 
according to the conditions on the 
racecard the horse shouldn’t have 
been penalised, so the race was 
delayed while he rode back and 
weighed out again this time 
without the extra weight. 

But when Llewellyn weighed- 
in after the race, after beating Tim 
Rooney on Gunmetal Boy in an 


exciting finish, he was 
disqualified by the stewards after 
an objection by the clerk of the 
scales for not drawing the correct 
weight. The man who brought the 
mistake in the racecard to the 
notice of the officials is well 
known in West Wales point-to- 
pointing circles. (I have 
forgotten now who it was so 
perhaps John Llewellyn will be 
able to remind me! ) 

Bill Evans’s Timber Tool made 
it a day Peter Bowen will want to 
forget as he beat his Parkhbride 
by a length in the men’s open 
race after making nearly all the 
running. 

At the Gelligaer Parmers’ 
meeting at Llantamam, Jon Tudor 
rode a clever race on the grey 
Dewliner to land the adjacent 
hunt’s race. He dashed the six- 
year-old into the lead 
approaching the 14th fence and 
was never headed. It was at this 
meeting that Emily Jones (19) of 
St Mellons, was the unluckiest 
rider of the day. 

Riding her mother’s seven- 
year-old brown mare Severe Gale 
in the maiden race, Emily made 
all the running to pass the 
winning post 10 lengths ahead of 
Tregarth Magnus. But on the run- 
in, her weight cloth came off and 
she was disqualified for not 
drawing the correct weight. 

While at the re-arranged 
Tivyside meeting, Cowbridge 
farmer John Llewellyn landed his 
second ‘fourtimer’ of the season 
when winning on Parkhbride 
(Adjacent), Radio Cue (Men’s 
Open), Woodlawn (Restricted) 
and Double Danger (Maiden).

Wales RL team close to 
Championship success 


WALES went one 
step closer to 
winning the 2015 
European 
Championship on 
Friday night after 
another stunning 
display in attack 
and defence gave 
them a 14-6 win 
over France.

France thought they 
had scored on 20 
minutes in but a pass to 
the unmarked Jordan 
Sigismeau was so far 
forward it almost made 
the clubhouse. 

Wales finally broke 
the deadlock on 27 
minutes after Dalton 
Grant intercepted a stray 
pass and ran 60 metres 
to score. Courtney 
Davies missed the kick. 

France criminally 
kicked a penalty that 


didn’t reach touch and 
was collected well by 
Rhys Williams and, with 
Wales attacking near to 
the end of the half, 
Christiaan Roets was a 
metre away from scoring 
as the whistle blew. 

The home side 
extended their lead five 
minutes after the break 
as Joe Burke did well to 
receive the ball near to 
the sticks and force his 
way down through a pile 
of Frenchmen. Davies 
easily converted to make 
the score 10-0. 

It was a spectacular 
third try for Wales as 
Courtney Davies kicked 
a grubber and then ran 
around his marker to 
leap on it and score in 
the comer. He failed to 
land the conversion but 
it gave Wales a healthy 
14-0 lead. 

Wales continued with 
their heroics at the other 
end as Joe Burke 
stopped an 

unimaginative French 
attack, and when Connor 
Farrer ran well to leap 
onto a loose ball and 
then win a penalty, 
Wales thought of 
kicking for goal, but in 
the end ran the penalty, 
but the move ended in a 
knock-on. 

More heroic Welsh 
defending stopped 
Benjamin Jullien from 
crossing, but the French 
persisted. They won a 
penalty a metre from the 


sticks but wasted their 
chance after being 
penalised for crossing 
when William Barthau 
had created a scoreable 
chance for Olivier 
Arnaud. 

Wales continued to 
outwit their opponents, 
ensuring that if they 
couldn’t score straight 
away then the clock 
would be used up. 

Straight out of the 
training manual, Davies 
kicked the ball out to 
give France a scrum, 
then as Theo Fages 
looked to mn the ball 
out, he was forced into a 
goal-line drop-out by the 
combined force of 
Rhodri Floyd, Ollie 
Olds, Steve Parry and 
Christiaan Roets. 

Again the Welsh 
defence continued to 
impress. Port Talbot 
youngster Regan Grace 
(18) made a mark on his 


debut with 10 minutes to 
go, picking up a Barthau 
grubber in the Wales 
goal area to deny ‘les 
tricolours’ yet again. 

From the goal-line 
drop out, Rhys Williams 
collected another 
standard kick to again 
stop the French from 
scoring. 

Wales were seven 
minutes from their first 
clean sheet since the 
famous 68-0 hammering 
of Papua New Guinea in 
1991, but the blues 
finally broke the wall of 
red as Mickael Simon 
scored under the sticks 
and Barthau quickly 
landed the extras. 

But France didn’t 
have enough in the tank 
to get anything more and 
Wales go to Ireland on 
Saturday knowing that a 
draw or win will give 
them the trophy they last 
won in 2010. IG

PLANNING AHEAD FOR 
WALES’ RUGBY WORLD 
! CUP CHALLENGE 2019 
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A S the dust settles on an epic Rugby World 
Cup final, which saw the All Blacks retain 
their crown and cruise imperiously into the 
history books with a record-breaking 34-17 back- 
to-back title win over Australia, the absence of a 
home side in the showpiece finale at Twickenham 
graphically highlighted the gap that still remains 
between the hemispheres. 

For the host team, England, of course, the occasion was 
doubly discomforting after all the pre-tournament hype by 
the London media - as evinced by bizarre bursts of ‘Swing 
Low Sweet Chariot’ from frustrated home supporters in the 
capacity crowd who had bought tickets clearly in 
expectation of seeing their team in the final at ‘HQ’. 

The one-sided nature of a match in which the result was 
never in doubt from the moment man-of-the-match Dan 
Carter struck the first of four penalties (he would also drop 
a goal and convert two of his side’s three tries) was sobering, 
given that Australia (who could only summon a penalty and 
two converted tries) were ostensibly the world champions’ 
closest challengers and had easily ended England’s World 
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Cup challenge at the pool stage. 

However, few should really have been surprised by the 
outcome: New Zealand and Australia had locked horns 154 
times in the 112 years since they first clashed in 1903 - with 
the All Blacks winning 105 matches, the Wallabies 42, and 
seven drawn. 

The silver fern’s record win over their rivals was 51-20 at 
Eden Park, Auckland last year - followed by a 41-13 pre- 
World Cup result; although Australia gained revenge to win 
the Rugby Championship (previously the Tri Nations with 
the Springboks, but now including Argentina - who showed 
in RWC 2015 that they are reaping the benefit of regularly 
competing in such august company). 

Statistics, though, do little justice to fiercely- 
contested affairs played at pace, with little quarter 
asked or given in the power battle up front - as 
evidenced in Saturday’s global showpiece. 

The nearest equivalent on this side of ‘the pond’, is 
the arch rivalry between Wales and England, who in 
contrast, have met 127 times in 134 years since 
1881 - but at nothing like the sustained intensity over 
the full 80 minutes-plus which invariably give the 
southern hemisphere giants a vital edge in tight 
encounters that nowadays often go right down to the 
wire. 

That may well have a bearing on the frustrating 
inability of northern hemisphere sides, including 
Wales, to pass what I would call the ‘tingle-10-test’ - 
and nail down victory in those final 10 minutes of 
tingling excitement in a match, with the result on a 
knife edge as the clock winds down to full time. 

That was again demonstrated in this campaign 
with an injury-ravaged Wales heroically overcoming 
a catalogue of misfortune, but falling just short at the 
death, against both South Africa and Australia, when 
victory was there for the taking, particularly when 
the latter were down to just 13 men with two players 
in the sin bin. 

For most of that frantic period, Wales were 
encamped on the opposing line, battering manfully 
away at the depleted Oz defence, yet somehow failed 
to stretch it and turn overwhelming possession into 
widespread attack. 

Thus a golden opportunity to advance further 
against Scotland in the semi-final was lost. 

Looking back, how galling it must have been for 
Warren Gatland and the Welsh camp to know that 
despite the ill luck that had dogged them, even before 
day one, and robbed them of several key personnel, 
they and not Australia, could well have been facing 
New Zealand on Saturday... If only attacking nous 
had been equal to stout defence... and if only they 
could have held on to that one-point lead at 19-18 in 
those last crucial minutes before full time. 

In this respect, the baffling question mark that had 
hung over the future of defence coach, Shaun 
Edwards, has thankfully been removed - it is 
inconceivable that Wales could contemplate being 
without him for the three-test tour to New Zealand in 
the summer. The mastermind behind a magnificent 
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effort by a weakened force that conceded only three tries 
throughout the tournament, has retained his place in the 
Welsh back room until the next Rugby World Cup in 2019. 

This, of course, will take place in Japan, who pointed the 
way forward for Wales with what was arguably the 
attacking display of the championship, defeating eventual 
third-placed South Africa 34-32 through speed of thought, 
hand, and foot - and, crucially, quick ball - rather than 
being drawn into a physical arm wrestle they were unlikely 
to win. 

With that in mind, and with the decision made to retain 
the coaching team en bloc, it will be fascinating to see if 
Welsh planning for RWC 2019 continues on its well-worn 
(and to be fair, successful path, in northern hemisphere 
terms); or if head coach Warren Gatland will now be 
contemplating a subtle change of direction for a third and 
perhaps final attempt to wrest rugby’s holy grail away from 
his Kiwi compatriots. 

Time alone will tell... But either way, a key factor in all 
this will be the success, or otherwise, of the four professional 
Welsh regions. 

The harsh reality is that they too face a pressing challenge 
over the next four years - to move to a much higher level of 
excellence and consistency of performance than hitherto - if 
they are to become a truly competitive force in Europe at 
last, and underpin the work and aspirations of the national 
head coach. 

In the past, the under-performing regions could point to 
being at a financial disadvantage compared to their English 
and French counterparts, but things are changing and while 
it may never become a level playing field, funding has 
substantially improved. 

Now they at least share some £28million per year from 
WRU coffers (apart from their other sources of income) and 
should be buoyed by the current ‘feel good’ factor in Wales 
following on the national team’s acclaimed World Cup 
displays. It is doubtful, though, if money issues alone can 
explain their continued lack of sustained success in 
European competition. 

Moreover, the new WRU regime, now joined by group 
chief executive Martyn Phillips, has been bequeathed a 
healthy balance sheet to build on by the departing Roger 
Lewis, who vacated the post this week, leaving a record 
£64million turnover, record earnings of over £30million a 
year, and the inherited £75million debt largely incurred in 
developing the Millennium Stadium, slashed to a 
manageable £14.2million. 

It is to be hoped that Lewis, who also oversaw the game¬ 
changing arrival (literally) of Gatland, is given due credit 
for his efforts which transformed the financial fortunes of 
the once ailing WRU - unlike his predecessor, Glanmor 
Griffiths, the man behind the stadium in Cardiff that is now 
a Wales and global icon, but lest we forget, faced bitter 
opposition from many who now sing its praises. 

He, too, was a much-maligned, controversial figure, who 
never received full recognition for his contribution to Welsh 
rugby’s renaissance and eventual return to the world stage. 

Can Roger Lewis hope to fare any better?
